Return of Prof. Alexander Agassiz 
from Five Months’ Voyage in Pa- 
cific— Valuable Scientific. Discover- 
ies Announced by Famous Expert. 


LEXANDER AGASSIZ, one of the 
world’s most eminent naturalists, 
passed through Los Angeles yes- 
terday on his way to Washington, hav- 
ing just completed for the United States 
Fish Commission one of the most im- 
portant deep-sea explorations ever un- 
dertaken by this government. 
He has been in charge of the Alba- 


tross expedition, and sailed in the Fish my associates and myself a complete 


of value to mariners and othera, and, 
in general, to observe every condition 
that should be encountered. 

“As I have not yet made my report 
to Commissioner Bowers, it is impos- 
sible, of course, for me to tell of any 
discoveries that have been made.

In fact, the results of the expedition 
are hardly more than second in im- 
portance to those obtained by the fa- 
mous Challenger expedition that was 
organized by the British government in 
1871-72 at the suggestion of the Royal 
Bociety. and which. fitted out under 
the direction of Admiral G. H. Rich- 
ards. hydrographer of the Admiralty, 
walled in December of 1872. This 
ration party went around the globe 
and returned to its home port in May, 
1876. the results of the voyage being 
tola in @fty volumes now in the Los 
Angeles Public Library. complied by 
Sir John Murray and others. 
“T joined the Albatross expedition at 
Panama and with it sailed from there 
on November 2 of last year,” said Mr. 
Agasei.. 
“Jt was fitted out under the direction 
of Commissioner Bowers of 
the Bureau of Fisheries at Washington, 
With me as assistants were Profs.

“From Panama we ptoceeded to Cal- 
lao, Peru, thence to Easter Island in 
the South Pacific; to the Galapagos Is- 
lands on the Equator, from there to 
Mangaratiba, Brazil and back to Aca- 
pulco, Mexico, from which port we re- 
turned to San Diego. 

“The nature of our work ade prog- 
ress slow, of . days sometimes 

spent in one spot. 

“In addition to the soundings made 
to ascertain the depths of the ocean. 
a dredge was used to bring to the sur- 
face vegetation from the bottom of the 
sea, as well as shelis, geologic forma- 
tions and anything else. that would 
lead to an understanding of conditions 
on the ocean . 

“Conditions were observed, too, at 
various depths of the ocean, from the 
surface to the bottom, plant and an- 
mal life of interesting varieties being 
obtained and preserved for future ref- 
erence. 

“Juet what discoveries were made, 
and their importance to the scientific 
world, cannot be disclosed at this time. 
It may be said, however. that much 
has been learned of interest and value. 

“The trip was without particular 
event, in that we encountered no se- 
vere storms and had no particularly ex- 
citing adventures.” 

INTERESTING FIGURE. 

Prof. Agaesiz e an interesting ficure 
in the scientific world. Born in Swit- 
zeriand in 1835, he ts a son of the late 
Prof. IL. Agassiz, who also was a noted 
explorer and naturalist.. 

Alexander Agassiz came to the 
United States in 1849 and ie a graduate 
of Harvard and Lawrefice Scientific 
School. He served on the Coast Survey 
of California in 1859, being no stranger 
to the waters of the Pacific, and was 
an assistant professor of at 
Harvard. He now is curator of nat 
ural histery at Harvard. At Berne. 
Switzerland, recently, he was elected 
president of the International Zodlogi- 
cal Congress. Emperor William of Ger. 
many lately appointed him a member 
of the Order of Merit. au he also is 
a member of the Academy of Science, 
Paris, as well as of numerous scientific 
bodies throughout the world.

Happily, 
no single European power, feeling it- 
self aggrieved by the treatment it is 
now receiving in Venezuela, evinces 
the slightest disposition to get around 
the Monroe doctrine, and bring down 
the mailed fist without consulting the 
United States government. Their com- 
plaints are being referred less to Cara- 
cas than to Washington, and in the 
latter city, no doubt, a diplomatic way 
out of the imbroglio will be devised, 
with trouble perhaps for President 
Castro and Venezuela, but with the

EDERATION BUTTS IN. 

Before adjourning sine die, the ex- 
ecutive council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor adopted resolutions 
providing that the federation shall at- 
tempt to butt in when it comes to the 
adoption of a constitution for Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma, when those 
Territories shall enter Statehood. The 
idea seems not to have occurred to 
the proponents of this unwarranted 
intervention that the people residing 
in those two Territories will naturally 
and rightfully desire to have something 
to say about the provisions of their 
constitution. As usual, the labor bosses 


propose to be “the whole thing,” 
and to dictate laws for the government 
of other people. 


One provision which these labor 
bosses (who toll not, neither do they 
spin) desire to have incorporated into 
the constitution of the new State, pro- 
poses the establishment of the eight- 
hour day. They intend, doubtless, to 
make it unlawful for any workman 
to work more than eight hours in the 
twenty-four. Now, an eight-hour law 
is all well enough if it be not made 
compulsory upon employers and em- 
ployés to adhere to it. But if an em- 
ployé desires to work more than eight 
hours per day, he has an inalienable 
right to do so. Any law which prohibits 


put it into practice, provided they 


revealed. It means, when rightly in- 
terpreted, that the militia shal! not be 
used for the purpose of quelling riots. 
To quell riots and maintain the pub- 
lic peace is the proper function of 
the civil authorities; but when a riot, 
or any sort of disorder, assumes pro- 
portions which render it virtually im- 
possible for the civil authorities to 
maintain the peace, it becomes an im- 
perative duty, under the Constitution 
of the United States, for military 
power to step in, restore order, up- 
hold the law, and protect the rights 
of all concerned. : 

Civil law is never suspended except 
upon the most urgent necessity, whea 
martial law is absolutely necessary 
for the suppression of crime and the 
meintenance of order. The proposal 
to nullify the power to bring military 
aid to the support of civil authority, in 
cases of urgency, is dangerous, an- 
archical in its tendencies, and dia- 
metrically opposed to the spirit and 
letter of the Constitution of the United 
States. It shows in a striking manner 
the readiness of labor organizations, 
as at present constituted and governed, 
to defy constitutions and to trample 
upon all laws, human and divine, in 
an effort to uphold the mythical, non- 
existent “right to riot.”

As we might have anticipated, ex- 
aggerated dispatches have gone East 
regarding the severity of and havoc 
wrought by the recent storm in South- 
ern California.

tion is diverted from Macedonia. where 
still is going on the old, old story of 
misrule and simmering revolt, outrage, 
rapine and murder. Only a brief six- 
line telegram told the other day how a 
Bulgarian band, within a few miles of 
the important seaport of Salonica, 
fought Turkish gendarmes until their 
leader, Apostol, one of the chief organ- 
mers of the long-standing insurrection, 
and twenty-five of his thirty followers 
were killed.

REFORM THAT FAILED. . 

And this is only one of a score of 
tragedies, some of them on a still big- 
ger scale, that have been enacted in 
hapless Macedonia since the beginhing 
of the year. The Austro-Russian re- 
form scheme, acceded to by the Eu- 
ropean povers a year ago, has proved 
A dismal failure. Both Austria and 
Russia, the two nations that undertook 
the responsibility of seeing the terms of 
the agreement carried out, have had 
their attention directed to their own 
affairs.

They are simply killing 
the law against striking by giving the 
most strict and punctilious obedience 
to all the duties imposed upon them. 
A PARADOXICAL SITUATION. 

This seeming paradox comes about 
in this wise: There are elaborate offi- 
cla, rules for railway employése in 
Italy; about one-fourth of the lines are 
directly owned and controlled by the 
government, so that the rules on this 
section of the system amount almost to 
military discipline. Hitherto they have 
been more honored in the breach than 
in the observance. But now every ar- 
ticle of baggage, however tiny u be- 
ing weighed by sealous porters, trains 
are being held until all the signals are 
carefully set and so reported, and ev- 
ery possible restriction on the rapid 
handling both of passenger and 
freight traffic is being ingeniously set 
in operation. As a result the whole 
railway service of the country is hope- 
lessly delayed and disorganised. Kind- 
ness proverbially may kill; so too much 
obedience may amount to much the 
same thing as disobedience, and work. 
ers may strike without desisting from 
their work. 

A MEAGER POPULATION. 

Australia is the most sparsety popu- 
lated country is the world. Her sta- 
tistical showing of persons to the 
square mile is 1.32. Compare this with 
Egypt. 750.5; with 41.6; with 
Germany, 270; with France, 196.7, and 
it will be seen how little is the use she 
makes of her vast area. A fairer com- 
parison, however, is with our own 
United States, a comparatively new 
country, and with just the same square 
mileage as Australia. Our return is 
27.0. persons per square mile, giving 
— than twenty times the density of 
pop ion as compared with Australia. 
But we are filling up, not merely by 
the natural increase through births, 
but at the rate of a round million per 
annum through immigration, while 
Austtralia’s population from the latter 
of view actually 1.
